Kirby reviewed conditions among la- 
boring men from his point, declared 
that the vast majority of workingmen 
had been driven into unions through 
fear, and continued: 

“What shall be said of the claims of 
Gompers, Mitchell and other leaders of 
these deatroyers of peace and quiet, 
that the unions are not responsible for 
these acts of lawlessness, violence and 
murder? If these leaders are sincere in 
making such claims, why are they 80 
persistently and strentiously urging 
Congress to pass that infamous anti- 
injunction bill, called ‘a bill to Umit 
ihe meaning of the word conspiracy, in 


certain cases.“ 

In the discussion of Kirby's address, 
Frank P. Bennett of Boston, presi- 
dent of the Universalist General Con- 
vention, declared that progress is be- 
ing made steadily toward better condi- 
tions and that the address was es e- 
‘clally good in those things in which 
only a minority would approve, for a 
stubborn minority is the hope f the 
republic.”

Arrest of Parties Indicted 


by Iroquois Fire, Jury. 


Chicago’s Chief Executive is 
Treated Like Rest. 


None of Eight, Having Cash, 
Go to County Jail. 


[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.] 
CHICAGO, Jan. 26.—Hearing the 
eight mittimi issued as the result of 
the inquiry into the Iroquois Theater 
disaster, Coroner Traeger and a num- 
ber of detectives today left the City 
Hall, with authority to arrest Mayor 
Carter ri. Harrison, Manager Will J. 
Davis and six lesser city officials and 
the stage employés who were ordered 
held to wait action of the grand jury. 
The first persons taken into custody 
were William McMullen, operator of 
the floodlight from which the Iroquois 
fire is said to have started, and James 
F. Cummings, stage carpenter at the 
Iroquois, and under whose direction 
it is alleged the apparatus was con- 
structed, which intertered with the 
descent of the asbestos curtain. The 
mittimus for Mayor Harrison was 
taken in charge by Coroner Traeger 
in person. The Coroner did not at- 
tempt to serve the mittimus at once 
on the city’s chief magistrate. „ The 
Coroner said: 
“Mayor Harrison's mittimus will be 
served some time today. The Mayor 
is fll and will not be disturbed un- 
necessarily.” | 
The Coroner ordered that as the 
other miitimi were served the accused 
should be taken to the central police 
station and held until all had been 
arrested. The prisoners were then to 
be taken before a judge to furnish 
bonds. 
Will J. Davis was arrested in bed 
at his home. He was allowed to eat 
breakfast. Meanwhile, his attorney 
arrived and the party left for the 
business center. 

“Where are you going to take Mr. 
Davis?” asked his attorney. 

“To the City Hall and then to the 
county jail,” responded the officer. 

‘You don't have to do that.“ said 
the attorney. “You can take him to 
the Sheriff’s office in the county build- 
ing. 


“We have our orders, replied the 
officer, “and can show favors to no- 
body. It is planned to bring all the 
accused to the City Hall and. after 
they have been booked take them to 
the county jail, where the question of 
bonds will be taken up.” . 

Stage Carpenter James E. Cum- 
rings was arrested at his home today. 
Some time after the arrest of Man- 
ager Davis, Mayor Harrison presented 
himself at Coroner Traeger’s office. 
The Mayor was accompanied by his 
brother and cousin, and by former 
Mayor Hempstead WasWburne. The 
Coroner greeted the Mayor and 7 
and the party went to Judge Walker's 
court, where bonds of $15,000 were 
furnished. The Mayor then left for 
his office in the City Hall. 

Fire Marshal Musham was served 
with a mittimus at his office. A sim- 
ilar course was pursued with City 
Building Commissioner Williams and 
City Building Inspector Loughlin. In 
custody of two detectives, Messrs. Mu- 
sham, Williams and Loughlin walked 
to the Criminal Court Building and 
gave bonds to answer any action by 
the grand jury. The stage fireman, 
William Sellers, was the last of the 
accused to be taken into custody. 
Although the Coroner’s jury which 
has just rendered a verdict in connec- 
tion with the Iroquois Theater disas- 
ter did not make any specific charge 
aginst the persons held, the implied 
charge is homicide, as each was held 
to be responsible in a measure for 
the death of tke Iroquois victims, 
and the Coroner had no authority 
to fix a bond. If arrested, the defend- 
ants must remain in jail until re- 
leased on bonds fixed by some court. 
There is a possibility that the pres- 
ent grand jury will hear the charges. 
Two days’ time is estimated to be all 
that will be required to present the 


present grand jury has five days of 
its session left, it may find time to 
dispose of the matter. Owing to the 
great amount of clerical work in- 
volved, the mittimi were not com- 
pleted until today.

B. FAY MILLS TALKS OF LIFE 
PRINCIPLE OF JESUS.

The Great Secret of the Savior of 
Mankind Has His Entire Com- 
mittal of Himself to the — of 
the Spiritqal.

Rev. Benjamin Fay Mills delivered 
his second address yesterday afternoon 
on “The Christianity of Christ,” ‘at 
Blanchard Hall. Taking for his par- 
ticular topic “The Life Principle of 
Jesus,” Mr. Mills said in part: 

“Very little has been written con- 
cerning the actual life of Jesus. We 
have only the four gospels and they 
record only one event in thirty years, 
then all the actual events that are re- 
corded took place in three years, most 
of them in eighteen consecutive 
months. All that we know from the 
gospel! stories might be condensed into

not biography, but nine-tenths of it is 
teaching, and there is only a verse 
here and there that professes to teh 
what actually occurred. I shall not 
discuss the quthenticity of the record.

miracies. The greatest miracle is 
Christianity itself.

ings today, although His teachings 
and their effect are, in my opinion, the 
principal part of His biography. The 
principle of the biog- 
raphy of the life of Jesus was His con- 
fidence in the reality of the spiritual. 
He was not an agnostic. God to 
was the one knowable fact, an intelli- 
gent, purposeful, beneficent, efficient, 
universal, personal cause. 

“When He saw this in the physical 
world, Nature, He adored it; when He 
discovered it in the immaterial uni- 
verse, Force, He codperated with it; 
when it was revealed in His experi- 
ence, Providence, He joyfully 
ted to it; as he found it in His cir- 
eurmstances, He called it God, and 
cheerfully accepted it; and as it was 
revealed in His inner life, He named it 
Father, and He loved it. He believed 
in the reality of Divinity. 

“His secret was an entire commit- 
tal of Himself to this faith. All this 
is expressed in the acts of His life. 
Negatively there was no criticism, no 
despising of men, no despairing of 
any, no pessimism, no hate, no envy, 
no self-seeking, nor self-assertion, no 
fear and no anxiety. 

“Second, devotion to His chosen 
method. His family repudiated Him; 
He was unmarried, He was friendless, 
except some disciples who manifest- 
ed petty ambition, self- assertion, quar- 
reled as to who should be the great- 
est: sent away little children; wanted 
to call fire down upon the Samaritans 
and who generally misrepresented His 
spirit. 

Min the third place He was % man 
of prayer. This was not formal but 
He entered into His inner chamber and 
communed with His highest self and 
the faith which seeth in secret, re- 
warded Him openly. In the fourth 
place, He wag unconventional. He 
shocked the prejudice of the conserv- 
atives by coming, ‘eating and drink- 
ing’ and by His disregard of the for- 
mal law of the Sabbath. 

“In the fifth place He chose the most 
humble associates. His friends were 
women (who at that time were con- 
sidered inferior to men,) children, the 
sick, even the lepers, the despised Sa- 
maritans and Publieans and the poor 
and degraded. The last look the wr 1 
has at Him he is engaged in a friend- 
ly conversation with a robber and 
murderer and telling him that if he 
will he will enter together with mim 
into the presence of the Father. He 
was justly called a friend of publicans 
and sinners. 

“In the sixth place He was a great 
teacher, His own spiritual needs were 
supplied by His own spiritual experi- 
ence and He believed that He could 
feed the hungry souls of His fellows. 

In the seventh place, He continual- 
ly manifested that confidence, which 
in itself is the greatest victory. He 
could sleep during a storm and be 
patient when misunderstood. On rare 
occasions He became angry, but the 
whqe trend of His life is what counts 
and this was filled with trust. He so

BETHLEHEM’S GROWTH. 

About two years ago, Rev. Dana W. 
Bartlett and his coworkers at 
Bethlehem institutional Church, 
down in the center of one of the 
most densely-populated districts of 
Los Angeles, opened up a men’s botel, 
with the intention of providing for 
men of small means a decent place in 
which to eat and sleep, at a very 
moderate price, and at the same time 
to give them the advantage of pleas- 
ant suroundings, baths, literature, 
cheerful companionship, and all that 
was possible to inspire hope and a 
désire to lead clean, helpful careers. 

This was a happy thought, and it 


lat once became apparent that a great 


field of usefulness had ‘been opened 
up. The Bethlehem people leased the 
large two-story building of Mrs. Du- 
commun. at No. 527 Ducommun 
street, and they were soon compelled 
to uullize the grounds at the side and 
rear of the builaing for the erection 
of tent annexes. 

For two years the men’s Bethlehem 
Hotel bas been an important factor 
for morality down in the Eighth Ward. 
Recently the hotel, property changed 
hands. Mrs. Ducommun = the 
place to Alphonse Vandan e, a 
dealer in livestock and general trader, 
who resides at the southwest corner 
of Amelia and Ducommun streets. 

Mr. Vandandaele is a thrifty Bel- 
gian, who always has an eye out for 
bargains, whether it be in borse flesh 
or reai estate, and as a result he has 
been picking up piece after piece of 
property in the vicinity of the Beth- 
lehem Hotel. 

On his securing of the 
hotel property the Bethlehem people 
were notified that their rent would 
be doubled, and it was reported at 
tbat time that this was done by the 
new landlord with the intention of 
forcing the promoters of the men's 
hotel to move out. 

In that part of the ward “parlor 
houses are by no means rare and it 
was at once surmised that plans had 
been laid out by some one for the 
turning of the hotel building into one 
of these institutions. But the Beth- 
léhem people surprised the owner by 
‘stating that they would stay right 
there, and woyld sign a lease on the 

nroperty until the first of next Jan- 
uarx. 

This, however, has stirred up the 
institutional church workers to carry 
out plans that they have had in mind 
for some time past; and the picture 
given herewith shows the front ele- 
vation for the new Bethlehem Hotel 
that is to be erected adjoining fhe 
church. 

This enterprise will cost about $8000, 
lend of this amount $4000 is now on 
‘hand. A worker is now in the field

HOLLYWOOD'S SCARE. 

It is a far cry from the Bethlehem 
Hotel to Hollywood; but the same 
Alphonse Vandandaele, who owns the 
men’s hotel on Ducommun street, has 
given the Hollywood people a joit 
that will doubtless cause the passing 
of a special ordinance at the next 
meeting of the trustees of that vil- 
lage. | 

Mr. Vandandaele has bought a piece 
of land in Hollywood. He purchased 
of the proprietors of the Ocean View 
tract a handsome lot, located on the 
east side of Orange avenue, a short 
distance to the north of Prospect ave- 
nue. 

From some parties down in the 
Eight Ward with whom it is alleged 
the purchaser had discussed his plans, 
came the report that Mr. Vandandaele 
was to erect a $30,000 mansion on 
the Orange avenue lot, and that it 
was to be leased to parties wha would 
make one of the swellest “parlor 
houses” in the West. This report has 
struck the Hollywood people “all in 
a heap,’ so to speak; and there were 
vigorous expressions of opinion on the 
subject last night. 

The agents for the Ocean View 
tract state that a clause in the deeds 
for this property prohibits any li- 
quors being sold on any of these lots. 
and provides that no business shall 
be carried on there. 

J. 8. Grass, of the firm of Bever- 
idge & Grass, declares that the peo- 
ple of Hollywood would see that the 
City Trustees passed an ordinance for- 
bidding the establishment of houses of 
ill-fame, etc., within the corporation, 
and declared that the proposed con- 
cern would never be allowed there. 

Paul De Longpré, the famous 
painter of flowers, disc the cur- 
rent report at bis beautiful home yes- 
terday, and said: “Well, this shows 
that Hollywood is growing, ch? We 
are getting quite metropolitan. But 
the people here will never stand such 
a thing. It would never do here.” 

One prominent real-egtate man said 
he hoped the newspapers wouldn’t 
publish the report, as he didn't want 
outside people to think it was even 
possible that such a thing could be 
considered for Hollywaod. 

VANDANDAELE'S STORY. 

Alphonse Vandandaele says the peo- 
ple have been scared at nothing at 
all, and that his intentions are hon- 
oable throughout.

San Clemente Island is a big rocky 
mountain top projecting from the sea 
about th.rty miles south of Catalina 
It is of volcanic origin and 
the verdure on its sides is never too 
avundant. The island is about twen- 
ty-six miles long and from four to 
six miles wide. Water is found in 
tour or five places even during the 
very dry seasons, but not in great 
abundance. 

Charles Howland and Police Com- 
missioner James Keeney have just 
returned from a trip to the island. 
They had a very rough experience 
and were ‘gla indeed to get back to 
the mainiand. They went to San Cle- 
mente from Avalon, Catalina, in Capt. 
Loran's launch “Pronto,” making the 
trip in the fast time of two hours and 
fifteen minutes. They landed a week 
ago Saturday at Gallagher's, Point, on 
the north end of the island. Expect- 
ing to find the herders on the island 
with plenty of provisions, they took 


along only a sack of potatoes and one- 


of onions. Their blankets were also 
left at home. 2

company with them. One herder, they 
subsequently discovered, remained on 
the south end of the island. 

The sheep were in a pitiable condi- 
tion. Thin, emaciated and weak, they 
dragged their poor bodies over the bar- 
ren, rocky hillsides in search of sus- 
tenance. Lambs tugged in vain at the 
breasts of the ewes for nourishment 
and the bleating of the flocks was 
harrowing to hear. 

Some feed remaitis on the island 
but it is too far from water to do tlie 
sheep much good. The long, weary 
march of five or six miles from water 
to feed and then back again, is rap- 
diy decimating the flocks. The sheep 
returning from the Gistant pastures 
lie down in the water holes and die. 

HOW IT HITS BEEF.

viewing with alarm the lack of rain in 
that part of the county. 

For the Norwalk, Artesia and Stude- 
baker district the number of cows is 
estimated at 1000. Until recently hay 
was being shipped from No-walk, 
which fact would indicate that there 
is — great scarcity of feed in that 


About Downey there are about 700 
cows and calves. he milch cows 
mumber about 450. The lack of rain 
has had the effect of diminishing the 
milk supply, but the milk is of richer 
quality. As shown by the creamery 
tests, the milk usually averages 4% per 
cent. butter fat. Now it is running 
about 5 per cent. butter fat. In ab- 
sence of rain the husbandmen in the 
vicinity of Downey may to a large ex- 
tent irrigate. There are in the neigh- 
Derhood about fifteen miles of ditches 
which have been cemented within the 
past few years so that the water in 
them is very little of it wasted. The 
water in the San Gabriel River. from 


which these ditches are supplied, has 


been running somewhat lewer than 
usual of late but by economizing the 
water used in irrigation the ranch- 
men can look forward with com~narua- 
tive complacency, even should the sea- 
son be rainless. 

One of the localities of Los Angeles 
county best prerared to undergo a rain- 
less or nearly rainiess year is that of 
Compton and vicinity. As a whole the 
community has sufficient feed on hand 
and assured to care for its own stock 
although it would not be able to care 
for other stock brought in. A few of 
the ranchmen of the vicinity are short 
of feed, but the feed of the district 
will be enough for the stock of the dis- 
Friet. A considerable number of the 
Compton ranchmen have barley sowed 
three or four months ago now growing 
on irrigated ground and are cutting it 
for hay. Stock beets, of which there 
are hundreds of acres in that vicinity, 
are being fed extensively. These beets 
grow sturdily and it is said to be not 
at all uncommon to get fifty tons or 
more as a single crop from one acre. 

considerable acreage is being pre- 

ed for sowing to these beets. Ensi- 
lage Stored in the silos on some of the 
ranches is proving very valuable now. 

© estimated number of cows in the 
Compton district is 1400. The cows are 
generally in good condition. 

At the Lynwood dairy northeast of 
Compton are about 250 cows, for which 
the owners are buying feed, to make 
up the ration. 

IN ORANGE COUNTY. 

SANTA ANA, Jan. 26.—Lack of rain 
this season in quantities considerable 
enough to start grass in the pasture 
lands and to insure hay crops, has 
brought about a condition of unusual 
scarcity of hay with consequent high 
prices. It is estimated that there are 
only between 1000 and 2000 tons of hay 
im the county.

There 
is, according to best authorities here, 
no butter production to speak of, and
